Allies Have Anothe 
~ Successful Week 


Reports from the battle fronts for 
the past week continue to be most fav- 
orable for the allies. 

The French are continuing their of- 
fensive north of the Somme and dur- 
ing the first part of the week. they 
captured all the village of Fregicourt. 
On this front there were, 47 aerial en- 
gagements and the French brought 
‘down five German aeroplanes. On 
the Verdun front the enemy made 
counter attacks but these “were siv- 


| cessfully checked by the French artil~ 


lery and rifle fire, ; 

Simultaneous with the report -of 
French successes, comes, the news 
that the British troops have captured 
the villages of Morvgl and Lesboeufs, 
together with several lines of 
trenches on a six-mile front between 
Combles and Martinpuich, 

Later official reports from London 
say the British have entered Combles 
and are overcoming the resistance of 
the Germans. 

In the Macedonian campaign re- 
ports of successes for the entente 
allies come from their various war | 
chancellories. West of Florina the 
Russians have captured a hill from 
the Bulgars; the Serbians have croer- 
ed the frontier into their own coun- 
try; and reached a position north of- 
Krusograd, while the, French north- 
east of Flotina have penetrated the 
outskirts of Petotak. The British to 
the north of.

Greatly Increases 
Munition Output 


Mr. Montagu, the new minicter of 
munitions jn the Imperial parliament, 
geve the house a remarkable account 
of the work done for our army and 
for the ellies under -his department, 
Tt now takes a week to make as many 
shells of ‘ell kinds as were. made in 
the first year of the war. Every 
month we turn out twice as many big 
guns as the army possessed last sum- 
mer, and that output will be doubled. 
The production of field guns has been 
multiplied fivefold and is virtually 
completed. As for machine guns, ii 
which we were conspicuously inferior 
to the enemy, we now make in three 
or four weeks as many as we had in 
June, 1915. It is very difficult to in- 
crease the output of rifles. but we have 
made thrice as many in the past year 
as we made the year before, We had 
three national factories when: the war 
began; now we have 95, One of these 
fills twice 2s much shell es Woolwich 
The 82 shell factories prodves so much 
light shell that we need no more from 
America, We shall, of course, save 
millions by making as7mvch os we 
can for ourselves and our allies.

Jail Sentence for 
Newspaper Men 


The investigations being conducted 
by commissions in Manitoba are 
keeping the rest of | the~ Dominion 
daily fed up on sensations. The lai- 
est was the jailing and fining of sev- 
eral newspaper men in Winnipeg, 

After the Hon. Robert Rogers, 
whtile giv ing evidence before the com- 
mission, questioned the legality 
of the commission and hinted that the 
judge who conducted it was actuated 
by unworthy motives, the Winnipeg 
Telegram and the Saturday Post en- 
larged on the minister’s remarks and 
severely scored the judge for his ac- 
tions, 

When the commission met. the next 
day the judge summoned the editors 
and reporters of the papers mention-- 
ed_and in quick order passed the fol- 
lowing sentences: Edward Beck, 
editor of the Telegram, - was fined 
$500 and sentenced to one month in 
jail. B, R. W. Deacon, news editor 
and Stanley Beck, reporter on the 
same paper, were fined $100 and drew 
two weeks imprisonment. 

Knox Magee, editor of the Winni- 
peg Post, was fined $500 and sent- 
enced to one month in jail, 

Four hours cfter being jailed all 
four were released by Mr. Justice 
Haggart, of the court.of appeal, on an 
applicotion for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, ; 

They obtained their freedom on an 
ex parte presentation of the case, and 
were not asked to furnish bail. The 
writ Was made returnable on Satur- 
day, when the crown will attend be- 
fore Judge Haggart to maintain the 
legality of Judge Galt’s commitment.

Great Britain. France and Latin | 
America, perhaps Italy, too, would be | 
magnetized to it, and we should have 
established a mighty area of security. 
No-one need pretend that within it 
complete justice would prevail.’ The 
American negro, the Hindu, the Irish, 
the Egyptian would still suffer oppres- 
Sion. But if there wexs>enough free- 
dom from external danger, the mind 
of the west would be freed for the 
solution of those questions. If we 
fail to unite(with the British Empire; | 
then’ we must withdraw our aid from 
China, and that meatis that we must 
for our own safety withdraw from 
‘the outpost at the Philippines. It 
China is to fall to Japan,, then the 
Philippines should go with it. 

“It seems to me that in an Anglo- 
American alliance, Great Britain and 
France would find so much safety 
that they could risk a conciliatory 
policy towards Germany after the war. 
I for one should be inclined to say 
that the United States must insist on 


that as one of the terms of our bar- 


gain. Take away from England the 
fear of destruction, an alliance with 
us would do that, and the foreign’ 
policy of England after the war. will 
be. directed by liberals instead of 
Jingoes.* Take away from Germany 
the .possibility of a standing griev- 
ance, and liberal Germany may come 
to the top. For when the costs of 
this war come to be assessed in Ger- 
many, there. is, I believe, nothing that 
can preserve the present ruling class- 
es except a fear on the part of the 
people that the world is conspiring 
to crush them. After the war the best 
allies the German oligarchy will have 
are the bogeys of England and Rus- 
sia. Dispel those bogeys by a gener- 
ous policy like that dealt out to the’ 
Boers, give the German democracy 
air, and instead of a Germany fright- 
ened into aggression, there may arise 
a new Germany with which the wes- 
tern world can live at poace. To 
that great end we can contribute by 
the right kind of understanding with 
Great Britain.”
